Advice given to merchants, Is 
this: When u bill Is presented 
for change, place the bill on the 
cash. register and make the 
change for It only. .If the cus­ 
tomer puts down another bill, 
let It lay, and complete the 
original change, Ignoring his re­ 
quest to exchange the smaller 
bill until satisfied the original 
transaction Is correct.

_ A resolution of Intention to 
enter Into a contract between 
the' City of Torrance and the 
California State Employees 
Retirement System, to provide 
pensions for city workers, was 
adopted unanimously by the 
City Council Tuesday nljht 

The retirement act provides 
for publication of the resolu­ 
tion -and adoption of an ordi­ 
nance placing the plan In ef­ 
fect 

Pensions will be provided 
for all city employees, no mat­ 
ter what age. Those approach- 
Ing the retirement age of 66 
would have to pay higher for 
the bepeflts than the younger 
employees, It was pointed out, 
and the coot to the city will 
be about $28,000 a year for 
thejCtfst few years. The cost 
lowers with length of opera­ 
tion of the fund.

He said that the vet- 
rans groups had made no In- 
estigation as to the reason for 
ylng off of the man in ques- 
on, unnamed at the council 
eetlng. 
Cuccl challenged Ward with 

the statement that if the un­ 
named' veteran was going to be 
laid off on charges that were 
not any worse than some of the 
charges he (CUccl) has on other 
bus drivers, Ward had better go 
slow In firing him. 

Ward retorted that if. Cuccl 
has any charges on any drivers 
lie should place them before the 
City Council and the Council 
should order him to discharge 
the men. "If they are fired," 
Ward said, "they' probably will 
be Veterans, because 75 percent 
of our -employees are war vet­ erans." 

Ward, himself, Is a former 
service man, It was pointed out, 
and last week reinstated two 
former service/ men to the de­ 
partment. 

Councilman Powell urged that 
the city be lenient and as con­ 
siderate as possible with former 
service men, to give them a 
chance to get rehabilitated.
